Lord Lovat, who led a Oom- 
mando unit'in the raid, came 
out angrily in a jetter to The 
Sunday Express against an 
article that stated ‘‘not a sin- 
Sle main objective of the at- 
tack was achieved.” : 

After outlining some suc- 
cesses achieved at Dieppe, 
Lovat writes

“Hard things were said after 
the raid but the top brass sur- 
vived the post-mortem by find- 
ing a convenient scapegoat_in 
the person of Gen. Hamilton 
Roberts . . . a fighting soldier 
who carried out the orders he 
was given and acted like a 
gentleman in accepting his dis- 
missal in silence without pro- 
test.” 

Lovat's ire was aroused: by 
a Sunday Express article by 
Alden Hatch, entitled The 
Magnificant Mount hattens, 
touching on Admiral Lord 
Louis Mountbatten's role as 
chief of combined operations 
at the time of the Dieppe raid.
